- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

(SMTP) for consideration. The examiner had an on-line version readily available and relied the on-line version during 
the interview. Specifically, the inventor pointed to the function of RCPT command: 'This command is used to identify 
an individual recipient of the mail data... "Applicant's arguments on filed on April 18, 2006 were reiterated, the examiner 
clarified her position that such arguments were not persuasive because the SMTP RCPT command was not in the 
claims. The examiner did agree that it is understood that Applicant does not mean a SMTP VRFY command, which is 
essentially, what Leeds uses. Suggestions made to Applicant amend the claims to reflect not using a VRFY command 
per se or identifying RCPT command is used or reciting the function on the command as other that a VRFY command. 
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
